Ibe 
hcce^s cf eewer gRS and other contamina- 
tions, aqueduct or rain waler will not sudsr 
from htlng temfwrarily kept in it; bni sinco 
in iiine cites out of ten tbn danger of con- 
lamiumlun will not bo ealGcitr.tly guarded 
««»io«t, ibo discreet honte-boldcr wi.l nuke 
it a rule not to me tho water flora Ihe tank 
lor drinking or cooking if it din pbs-iibly bo 
avoided. Analysis has comellme-s ehown A 
considerable degree of oontemlnMion in 
water, even when the tank, supplied by an 
aa.tiedu.cl, bad been clt&tniS » week before ; 


nail in no cnso should it icnli bo alloif ed to 
RO unoleanod for more than threo monlb?. 
The water ai it flows tbrougb, tbe aqueduct 
pipes carries more or lees impure matter 
along <vlth It, which settles to tbe bottom of 
the tank. The amount tuay be suiucieot to 
affect Eeiilouily tho quality of water 89 
drawn dlreotly from Ihe pipes, but ils ac- 
oumulution iu tho tsuk way bo Injurious If 
not daugeroul, — [Journal of Chemistry.
